Ambulance  Station 

Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  An 
Ambulance  Station  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  Urban  District  is 
established  in  the  Higher  End  of  the  District  and  the  service  has  been 
found  efficient  and  satisfactory.

HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  FACILITIES  AVAILABLE  WITHIN  THE  DISTRICT 


Hospitals 

Billinge  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Northern  end  of  the  District  and 
continues  its  policy  of  expansion.  Facilities  are  available  for  general 
medical  treatment,  nervous  disorders,  and  in  addition  a maternity 
block  is  provided. 

Hospitals  are  available  in  Manchester  or  Liverpool  for  special 
cases  and  infectious  oases  requiring  hospital  isolation  are  usually 
cared  for  at  Whelley. 

A new  maternity  block  was  constructed  during  the  year  and 
work  has  now  commenced  on  the  provision  of  a new  Nurses  Home  and 
residential  accommodation  and  on  new  kitchens. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

An  Ante-natal  clinic  is  available  at  Billinge  Hospital  and  the 
child  welfare  clinic  continues  in  a part  of  the  local  Conservative 
Club.  Work  has  commenced  on  the  provision  of  a new  clinic  in 
Rainford  Road. 

There  is  a high  building  rate  within  the  District  resulting 
in  a steady  increase  in  the  population.

TIBERCULOSIS 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  and  the  Billings  cases  attend  the  Chest  Clinic,  Millgate,  Wigan. 


There  w as  one  new  case  of  Tuberculosis  registered  during  the 
year  1965?  and  this  was  a female  aged  twenty-two  years. 

No  local  deaths  occurred  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 


Disinfestation  after  Infectious  Disease 


The  method  employed  with  regard  to  premises  is  fumigation  with 
formaldhyde  gas.  Formites  are  disinfested  in  the  autoclove  by  steam.

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  dwellings  within  the  District  receive  a piped  supply  of  water 
from  the  Statutory  Undertakers  who  arc  the  St.  Helens  Joint  Water  Board. 
The  supply  to  the  District  is  from  several  sources. 

In  the  Birchley  Area  the  sole  supply  is  from  bore-holes  situated 
at  Mel ling  near  Kirkby.  This  water  used  to  be  hard  but  a softening 
plant  has  now  been  installed  and  during  the  year  no  complaints  have  been 

received. 


The  Main  parts  of  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from  Rivington. 
There  is  situated  in  the  District  a storage  reservoir  which  ensures  a 
constant  supply  and  pressure  throughout  the  varying  periods  of  demand. 

The  extreme  northern  end  of  the  District  receives  a supplementary 
supply  from  the  Makerfield  Water  Board  whose  water  is  mainly  Thliaere 
water  which  is  upland  surface  water. 


During  the  year  some  complaints  were  received  of  unpleasant  taste. 
This  was  found  to  be  due  to  a very  small  quantity  of  phenols  in  the  water 
and  only  occurred  after  intense  rainy  weather. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Statutory  Undertakers,  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Water  Department  and  the  Makerfield  Water  Board, 
with  a view  to  remedial  work  being  carried  out,

Regular  sampling  of  the  water  was  carried  out  by  the  Board.  In 
addition  six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


Main  drainage  is  provided  for  the  whole  of  the  District  with  the 
exception  of  the  Hamlet  of  Kings  Moss  and  isolated  areas  of  Brownlow, 
Crank.  The  Council  have  two  Sewage  Works. 

a)  The  Chapel  End  Sewage  Works,  built  in  1957  serves  the 

Southern  area  of  Billinge  known  as  the  Chapel  End  Area. 

and 

b)  The  Higher  End  Sewage  Works  serving  the  Northern  area  of 

the  District. 

Part  of  Pemberton  Road  discharges  into  the  Wigan  Corporation 

Sewer. 


The  Chapel  End  Works  are  grossly  overloaded  due  to  the  rapid 
increase  in  development  and  also  to  the  amount  of  surface  water  and 
sub-soil  water  entering  into  the  sewers.  A scheme  is  now  in  course 
of  preparation  by  the  Consultants  for  the  extension  of  the  works  and 
also  for  the  provision  of  new  sowers. 

There  has  been  flooding  on  a private  housing  estate  and  also  in 
the  older  areas  due  to  the  surcharging  of  the  sewers  during  tines  of 
storms . 

During  the  year  four  samples  of  effluent  were  taken  by  the 
River  Authority  one  sample  of  which  was  reported  as  unsatisfactory 
and  not  complying  with  the  Ministry's  Standard. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  only  instance  of  pollution  of  water  course  existed  at  Kings  Moss 
due  to  the  effluent  from  the  Septic  Tanks  and  sullage  water  from  household 
sinks  being  discharged.  In  this  instance  the  water  course  was  thoroughly 
cleaned  out  to  overcome  any  nuisance. 

The  only  other  instance  of  pollution  was  that  rising  from  the 
Council's  own  sewage  works  at  the  Chapel  End.

During  the  year  eight  privy  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 
water  closets  and  eight  moveable  dustbins  substituted  for  fixed 
recepticles. 

The  dwellings  where  there  still  exists  privy  middens  are  the 
isolated  cottages  and  farms  within  the  District. 

PUBLIC  CLEANS INC 

One  eighteen  cubic  yard  Dual  Tip  Karrier  is  used  for  the  collection 
with  a labour  force  of  seven  men  and  one  driver.  Every  effort  is  made 
to  carry  out  a weekly  collection,  due  to  sickness  this  however  was  not 
possible  for  some  parts  of  the  year. 

The  Council  have  ordered  a second  vehicle  a Dennis  Paxit 
Compression  Vehicle  and  this  will  be  delivered  in  the  early  1966. 

To  assist  householders  and  to  prevent  the  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  refuse  on  unauthorised  tips  the  Council  remove  free  of 
charge  all  unwanted  household  articles. 

There  has  been  a decrease  in  the  number  of  privy  middens  from 
forty-six  in  1964  to  thirty  eight. 

financial  assistance  and  grants  are  available  to  owners  to 
convert  insanitary  privie  , to  water  closets  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
number  of  privies  will  continue  to  be  reduced. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  tipping  in  a disused  quarry.  Only 
partial  controlled  tipping  can  be  adopted  at  present.  A local 
contractor  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  level  and  consolidate  the  tip 
using  a tract-bulldozer.  Unfortunately  this  is  not  sufficient  to 
avoid  nuisance  and  the  Council  are  considering  daily  levelling  and 
covering  of  refuse  to  avoid  nuisance  associated  with  this  tip  on 
disposal. 

The  existing  quarry  will  only  provide  tipping  space  for  the  next 
two  or  three  years.  The  Council  are  now  negotiating  for  the  purchase 
of  a large  disused  quarry  which  will  provide  tipping  space  for  thenext 
twenty-five  years. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


There  are  a number  of  septic  tanks  within  the  District.  These  are 
to  dwellings  and  farms  which  are  not  within  reasonable  distance  of  the 
public  sewer.  The  Council  do  not  have  a cesspool  emptier.  Periodic 
emptying  of  septic  tanks  is  arranged  b 7 the  Council  and the  work  is 
carried  out  by  a local  farmer,  A charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  are  situated  in  Main  Street. 

These  are  old  in  design  and  there  is  considerable  damage  through  vandalism 
done  to  them.  No  washing  facilities  are  provided  with  these  conveniences. 

There  is  a modern  toilet  block  situated  in  Up  Holland  Road  which  is 
inside  the  hospital  curtilage.  These  are  well -maintained,  suffer  little 
from  vandalism  and  are  provided  with  wash  basins.  The  conveniences  are 
provided  for  the  use  of  visitors  to  the  hospital  and  are  also  available 
to  the  general  public. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 


One  private  swimming  pool  is  situated  in  the  district  and  this 
has  its  own  purification  plant.

There  are  three  establishments  for  ladies  hairdressing  within 
the  District.  These  are  of  good  construction,  properly  equiped  and 
arc  well -maintained. 

CANAL  BOATS 


There  are  none  in  this  District. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960. 

Action  can  now  he  taken  against  excessive  noise  either  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  a group  of  at  least  three  citizens. 

One  conplaint  was  received  during  the  year  of  noise  nuisance. 
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AGRICULTURE.  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AID  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1956. 


This  Act  enables  Local  Authorities  to  require  the  provision  of 
suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  accomodation  for  employees  on  farms  etc. 

There  are  forty-six  farms  within  the  District $ twelve  visits  were 
made  and  no  contravensions  during  the  year  were  observed. 

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES. 

Only  one  caravan  is  permanently  occupied  during  the  year  and 
this  was  duly  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Controlled 
Development  Act  i960.  There  is  only  one  camping  site  situated  near 
Bispham  Hall  which  is  used  by  the  Boy  Soouts  and  which  is  kept  tidy  and 
w ell -main t aine  d . 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  of  pollution  from  an 
industrial  chimney.  Eight  observations  were  made  and  contravensions 
were  observed  in  two  instances.  There  was  one  conversion  of  a 
coal  fire  boiler  to  Oil  fire  boiler  at  a local  factory. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  from  burning  spoilbanks, 
refuse  tips,  etc. 

Byelaws  under  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  are  in 
operation  in  the  District.  These  require  the  installation  of  approved 
heating  and  cooking  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuels 
in  all  new  buildings. 
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OFFICES  AMD  SHOPS 


The  Main  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Preraises 
Act,  1963,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964  and  the  remainder 
with  the  exception  of  section  51  by  September,  1965. 

Section  91  which  relates  to  covered  market  places  is  the  only 
section  not  now  in  operation.  There  are  within  the  District  twenty 
premises  registered  under  the  act  eight  of  which  were  registered 
during  the  year. 

General  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  eight  promises , 
There  were  no  serious  contravsnsions  of  the  Act  observed  although 
premises  were  discovered  for  which  notifications  had  not  been  receive'-:..

SCHOOLS 


All  three  schools  within  the  District  are  provided  with  water  from 
the  mains,  wash-basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  services,  water  closets, 
and  main  drainage. 
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MILK  SUPPLY 


Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959?  all 
persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  distributor  from  premises  within 
the  District  and  all  premises  used  as  dairies,  other  than  dairy-farms, 
are  registered  with  the  Council.  Dairy  farms  and  dairy  farmers  are 
registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

THE  MILK  (Special  Designation)  REGULATIONS,  I960; - 

Under  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  all  dealers  (other  than 
producers)  must  obtain  a licence  from  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

Eight  samples  of  raw  milk  were  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist 
for  the  Brucellosis  Ring  Test  and  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  All  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

Sir  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  and  the  Phosphatese  Test  and  were  all  found  satisfactory. 

One  bottle  of  milk  was  submitted  to  the  turbidity  test  and  was 
reported  as  satisfactory. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1909. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
for  the  District. 

Regular  samples  of  food  and  drugs  are  taken  by  the  County  Council 
Sampling  Officer  for  chemical  analysis,  to  ensure  that  they  are  genuine 
and  unadulterated. 

No  prosecutions  were  made  during  the  year. 

FOUD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS 


All  food  premises  within  the  District  received  a visit  and 
inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  ensure  that  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  were  complied  with.  The  premises  generally  ?;ere 
reasonably  satisfactory  although  a number  of  properties  are  proposing 
to  carry  out  major  improvement  and  extensions  to  their  businesses 
to  ensure  full  compliance. 

Many  of  the  shops  are  of  old  construction  and  do  not  comply  with 
the  modern  constructional  requirements.  These  are  mainly  family 
businesses  and  the  owners  have  agreed  to  carry  out  improvements  to 
the  premises .

Shops  generally  are  supplied  with  the  necessary  washing  facilities 
and  a standard  of  personal  hygiene  is  generally  good.  On  visits  advise  is 
given  to  shop-keepers  on  the  display  and  storage  of  food. 

vVhere  contravensions  are  observed  they  are  dealt  with  verbally 
on  the  spot  unless  the  contravensions  are  of  an  serious  nature  then 
written  notice  is  sent  to  the  proprietors.  With  changes  in  staff, 
changing  circumstances  and  increased  business,  regular  inspection  of  all 
premises  is  essential. 


ICE  CREAM 


One  ice-cream  factory  is  situated  within  the  District  and  is 
duly  registered. 

There  are  thirteen  shops  registered  for  the  storage/sale  of 
ice-cream  within  the  District. 

Twenty-eight  inspections  were  made  of  registered  premises. 

Written  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  four  premises  requiring  work 
to  be  carried  out  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Four 
inspections  were  made  of  vendors  vehicles. 

Six  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Methylene 
Blue  Grading  Test.  All  samples  were  found  to  be  Grade  One  which  was 
most  satisfactory  and  indicates  a high  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness 
throughout  manufacture  and  retail  sale.
